I between the Department of Defense and this Committee will not 

speak well for either of us at the conclusion of our investi- 
gation. I recognize, of course, that you are only now on the 
scene, but you will have to agree with me that we have, in 
fact, obtained from the Department very little, and then only 
after extraordinary effort. V7e have got to change this 
picture quickly. 
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I look forward to meeting with you on April 1 , 1978 
to discuss this matter.
